Area-  The  area  of  the  district  is  1394  acres* 
Population-  There  were  in  1901  209b  (males  923 
females  1172)  and  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1903^2107. 
Births-  The  number  of  births  reregistered  during  the 
year  was  37  (21  males  and  16  females)  which  gives  a 
birthrate  of  17.  5  per  1000.  The  birt  rate  for  1902 
was  22.  4  per  1000. 

Deaths-  The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the 

year  was  23  (13  males  and  10  lemales)  Death  rate 
10  •  9  per  1000.  The  death  rate  for  1902  was  14  .  3 

per  1000.

Three  inquests  were  held  on  two  cases  of  accident 
and  one  of  sudden  death. 

Zymotic  mortality-  Scarlet  fever  caused  one  death,

T  .0  Zymotic  death  rate  fo  •  1902  was  2.  8  per  1000  persons 
living. 

Infantile  mortality-  One  child  under  one  year  of  age 
died  during  the  year,  giving  an  infant  mortality  of 

27  per  1000  births.  The  infant  mortality  for  1902 
v/as  108  per  1000  births. 

Prevalence  of  disease.  Notification. 

I  received  notifications  of  two  cases  of  erysipelas 
and  forty-two  of  scarlet  fever.  The  latter  disease 
was  with  us  more  or  less  during  the  whole  year  for  in 
Januai ..  re  had  three  cases,  in  February  one,  in  July  three 
in  Ali2  one>  in  September  one,  in  October  one,  in 

November  eighteen  in  December  sixteen.  Scarlet  fever 
caused  one  death. 

On.  my  recommendation  the  opening,  of  the  schools 
in  the  tOTO  ™  deferred  toT^e  of 


epedemic . 
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Although  the  majority  of  these  c^ses  were  not  very  severe 
and  the  mortality  small  yet  it  caused  a  cons  ’able 
amount  of  suffering  and  inconvenience,  and  I  cannot  but 
think  that  had  there  been  an  isolation  hospital  in  the 
town  the  number  of  cases  would  have  been  much  less* 

I  strongly  recommend  the  consideration  of  the  isolation 
of  infectious  diseases  to  your  notice. 

Water  supply-  The  present  water  sunly^viz  from 

r 

spring  at  Colway  and  Nelly  Brown’s  spring  at  Rhode 

Barton  was  becomming  insufficient  chiefly  on  account  of 
/ 

an  increased  number  of  flushing  tanks  being  used  lor 
closets,  twenty  having  been  fixed  during  the  year; 
the  erection  of  a  public  urinal  at  the  bottom  of  Broad 
street  and  the  watering  of  an  increased  length  of  the 
road^in  dry  weather*  To  meet  this  increasing  demand 
an  extra  spring  was  taxen  from  a  place  called  rtTwency 
Acre  Coppice”  about  three  hundred  and  fifty  yards 

from  the  present  resevoir  and  connected  with  it  by  three 
inch  iron  pipes.  This  latter  spring  is  capable  of 
y eilding  in  a  very  rainy  season  over  seventy  thousand 
gallons  per  twenty-four  hours.  The  water  supply  to  the 
cottage  at  the  cement  works  is  insufficient, 

Sewarge  and  Drainage-  Excrement  disposal— 

The  new  mainsewer  was  commenced  about  the  middle  of 
May  in  Millgreen  but  is  not  yet  completed.  The  followin' 

is  a  brief  description  of  it. 

The  outfall  is  situated  to  the  east  of  Broad  Ledge 
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near  low  water  mark.  The  sewer  is  conducted  from  this 
point  through  the  Broad  Ledge  to  the  east  jetty  for  a 
distance  of  two  hundred  and  thirty  yerds,  then  along  the 
beach  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  Buddie,  a  distance  of 
two  hundred  and  nineteen  yards.  It  consists  of  eighteen 
inch  cast  iron  pipes  bolted  and  jointed  with  leade^Jt 
rings.  In  the  length  which  passes  along  the  beach  are 
three  cast  iron  man -holes  and  near  the  mouth  of  the  river 
it  receives  the  drains  from  the  cottages  and  slaughter 
house  on  Gun  Cliff. 

From  the  mouth  of  the  river  is  a  branch  to  Cobb 
Gate  thirty  two  yards  in  length.  It  consists  of  twelve 
inch  iron  pipes  and  receives  the  Broad  Street  and  Marine 
Parade  sewers.  This  part  has  two  brick,  man-holes. 

That  part  which  is  in  the  bed  of  the  river  extends 
for  four  hundred  and  fifteen  yards  to  Goslings  Bridge. 

It  also  consists  of  twelve  inch  iron  pipes  and  receives 
in  its  course  four  main  drains.  One  from  Bridge  and 
Church  street,  another  from  Church  street  which  joins 
it  near  the  old  malt  house  and  two  from  Sherborne  Lane, 

In  this  length  are  eleven  ventilating  shafts  and  ten 
cast  iron  man-holes.  The  Millgreen  portion  is  two 
hundred  and  fifty-fwo  yards  in  length  and  consists  of 
nine  inch  stone. ware  pipes.  It  extends  from  Goslings 
Bridge  to  Jericho  and  has  four  ventilating  shafts  a  nd 
four  brick  man-holes. 

All  property  connections  were  made  by  the  contractor. 
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Tne  flushing  o 1  the  system  is  carried^most  efficiently 
by  water  from  the  river  at  Jericho*  There  is  a  tidal 
flap  at  the  outfall.  Total  cost  £6500, 

At  the  completion  ol  this  main  sewer  I  would  recooimend 
that  extra  attention  be  given  to  house  drains,  closet 
and  other  traps,  otherwise  there  will  be  an  increased 
risk  of  sewer  gas  escaping  from  any  defective  ones* 

One  new  drain  was  made  by  the  owner  of  the  cottages 
ac  Hatchett  (Mrs  Wallis)  to  connect  them  with  new  sewer* 
Isolation  Hospital,  eans  for  disinfecting  etc-  There 
is  no  isolation  hospital*  For  disinfect ion^sulphur 
candles  and  formalin  lamps  are  used,  all  things  which 
can  be  washed  are  done,  using  some  disinfectant  in  the 
process  *

Rainfall-  3S  •  32  inches  or  7  ,  43  inches  above  average 
of  ten  years* 

I  registered  39,  5  inches  at  my  house  during  the  year, 
being  ten  inches  more  than  last  year* 

Housing  of  the  working  classes-  Six  new  cottages 
have  been  completed  during  the  year  and  several  old  ones 
repaired*  The  close  t  accomodation  of  the  co  tages 
in  the  town  has  been  considerably  improved  ruing  the 
last  four  years,  twenty  cottages  having  been  supplied 
with  flushing  tanks  during  the  last  ter  months.  With  ^ 
an  ample  water  supply  and  a  completed  main  drainage 
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it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  improvement  will  advance  more 
rv.y  idly,  I  would  suggest  the  adoption  of  a  building 
bye-law  whereby  every  new  closet  should  be  fitted  with  a 
flushing  tank. 

The  Sanitary  irsjector  made  a  house  to  house  inspect!®, 
during  the  year  and  as  a  result  four  new  closets  were 
built  and  many  others  repaired. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  by  you  against  Mr-E.  H 
Wallis  for  refusing  to  connect  the  closet  drain  of  one 
of  his  cottages  at  Jericho  with  the  main  sewer.  The

magistrates  decided  against  Mr  Wallswu*  vhen  he  at  once 
made  the  connection.. 

One  case  of  “over-crowding”  at  31  Church  Street^ 
occupied  by  Teed  and  owned  by  Colonel  Henley^ was  rec¬ 
tified.

There  were  inspected  by  sanitary  inspector  and  myself 
and  all  found  in  good  order. 

The  common  lodging  house  is  well  managed. 

Factory  and  workshop  Act  1901-  There  are  five 
factories  and  twenty  four  wo r.*t -shops  in  the  town  which 
have  all  been  inspected  b.  sanitary  inspector  and  myself 
during  the  year..  The  sanitation  of  ail  the  above 
was  satisfactory  and  in  no  case  was  there  any  over-

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Notes. — (a)  In  this  Table  all  deaths  of  “  Residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or 
without  the  district,  are  to  be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the 
several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among 
the  deaths  in  their  respective  “  Localities  ”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the 
deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “  Non-residents  ”  occurring  in  public 
institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of 
this  Table. 

( b )  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “Residents”  and  “Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the 

“  Public  Institutions  ”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The 
“Localities”  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of 

“  Residents  ”  or  of  “  Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to 
be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  this  Table.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should 
equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

( d )  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities  ”  in  columns  9-15  of  this  Table  should  equal

Dysentery  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea  ; 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholera  nostras 
(in  the  absence  of  Asiatic  cholera). 

Under  the  heading  of  “Enteritis”  are  to  be  included  those  certified  as  from  Gastro¬ 
enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  and  Gastric  catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry 
from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have 
reason  for  including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific  term 
“Diarrhoea.”  Under  the  headings  of  “Cancer,”  “Phthisis”  and  “Puerperal  fever” 
should  be  included  all  registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms. 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included 
under  the  latter. 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  1.,  II.,  III.  and  IV.,  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.
